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The  data  presented  in  this  report  are  consistent  with  the  revised  data  for  1982-1986  released  March'  23,  1987  by  the 
bureau  of  the  Census.  These  revisions  reflect  benchmarking  of  shipments  and  inventories  for  1982-1985,  redefinition  of 
inventories,  adjustment  to  unfilled  orders  levels,  recalculation  of  new  orders  and  updating  of  seasonal  adjustment  fac- 
tors. Beginning  with  this  report,  new  standards  for  seasonal  adjustment  are  being  implemented.  As  a  result,  a  number 
of  series  are  no  longer  being  adjusted;  for  these  series,  the  unadjusted  data  are  included  in  both  the  adjusted  and 
unadjusted  totals.   Also,  effective  with  this  publication,  we  have  begun  concurrent  seasonal  adjustment  of  the  data. 


SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  February 
increased  58.0  billion  or  4.3  percent  to  $194.6  billion, 
offsetting  most  of  the  revised  5.3  percent  decline  in 
January.  Orders  have  been  very  volatile  the  last  3  months, 
averaging  $192.8  billion  per  month. 

February  shipments  were  up  $5.8  billion  or  3.0  percent  to 
$195.7  billion,  following  a  January  decline  of  3.9  percent 
and  a  December  increase  of  3.8  percent.  The  average  for  the 
3  months  is  $194.5  billion,  0.9  percent  above  orders  for  the 
period.  '  -. 

Unfilled  orders  held  by  manufacturers  declined  $1.1  billion 
or  0.3  percent  to  $369.4  billion,  the  third  consecutive 
monthly  decline.  Unfilled  orders  have  been  generally 
declining  since  reaching  a  high  in  March  1986  of  $379.7 
billion. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  were  down  slightly  in  February  to 
$320.4  billion,  after  increasing  in  January  0.8  percent. 
The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  of  February  was  1.64 
percent  down  from  1.69  percent  in  January. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  for  durable  goods  in  February 
increased  $6.4  billion  or  6.7  percent  to  $101.9  billion, 
following  a  9.8  percent  decline  in  January.  About  half  of 
the  revision  to  the  January  data,  which  was  originally 
estimated  down  6.7  percent,  resulted  from  the  change  in 
seasonal  adjustment  procedure,  particularly  in  the  defense 
capital  goods  series.  Excluding  defense,  new  orders  for 
durable  goods  in  February  increased  4.6  percent,  compared  to 
the  January  decline  of  7.6  percent. 

Order  increases  were  widespread  in  the  durable  goods 
industries,  the  largest  occurring  in  transportation 
equipment,  up  $3.0  billion  or  12.5  percent  to  $27.2  billion 
and  primary  metals,  up  $0.9  billion  or  12.7  percent  to  $8.3 
billion.  New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  were  up  $1.6 
billion  or  1.8  percent  to  $92.7  billion,  where  increases 
were  also  widespread.  The  largest  gains  were  in  tobacco, 
petroleum  and  rubber  and  plastics  products. 


SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  of  both  durable  and  nondurable  were  up 
in  February.  The  increase  in  durable  goods  was  $4.1  billion 
or  4.1  percent  to  $103.4  billion.  Over  half  of  the  increase 
was  in  transportation  equipment  which  was  up  $2.3  billion  or 
8.9  percent  to  $27.7  billion;  motor  vehicles  and  parts 
increased  9.1  percent  following  a  10.1  percent  decline  in 
January.  Nearly  all  of  the  other  major  industry  categories 
also  increased  in  February. 


Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $1.7  billion  or  1.9 
percent  to  $92.4  billion.  Increases  were  widespread  with 
the  largest  in  tobacco,  petroleum  and  rubber  and  plastics 
products. 


UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  decline  in  durable  goods  unfilled 
orders  in  February  of  $1.4  billion  was  virtually  all  in 
defense  capical  goods.  The  defense  orders  backlog  declined 
$1.4  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $157.6  billion.  The  backlog 
of  defense  orders  reached  a  high  in  September  of  $166.3 
billion,  declining  4  of  the  5  months  since  then.  Unfilled 
orders  for  nondefense  capital  goods  were  unchanged  in 
February  following  5  months  of  consecutive  increases. 


INVENTORIES.  Inventories  of  durable  goods  in  February 
decreased  $0.5  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $208.5  billion. 
Primary  metals  showed  the  largest  decline,  down  $0.4  billion 
or  2.6  percent  to  $16.8  billion.  Inventories  of  nondurable 
goods  increased  $0.2  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $111.8 
billion,  with  most  of  the  increase  in  petroleum  products.
